TEAM NOTES 


GOING STREAKING 

The Revs’ current five-game winning streak is the longest current winning streak in MLS and 
is tied for the longest in the league this season ... New England (April 26-May 24), LA (August 
20-September 5) and Seattle (April 12-May 7) all won five straight prior to the Revs’ current 
winning streak, but no club has won six straight this year... the Revolution are now just the 
fourth team in MLS history to have multiple five-game winning streaks in a single season and 
the first to do so since 1999:

While the Revs are the fourth team to post two five-game winning streaks in a season, they 
are the first club to achieve the feat since MLS abolished the shootout after the 1999 season. 

SIX COULD BE SWEET 

Should the Revolution win against Columbus on Saturday, the Revs would match their 
club-record winning streak with their sixth consecutive victory ... that occurred from April 9 to 
May 14, 2005, and helped the Steve Nicol’s squad achieve a club-record of 59 points (17-7-8 
record) en route to a second appearance in MLS Cup. 

UNBEATEN IN SIX 

While the Revs have won five straight, the club is unbeaten in their last six, having drawn 1-1 
with the Portland Timbers on August 16 prior to starting the current winning streak ... New 
England's six-game unbeaten streak is one shy of the club’s longest this season as they went 
6-0-1 between April 12 and May 24, taking 19 of a possible 21 points to climb to the top of the 
Eastern Conference standings ... with a win or a draw in Columbus on Saturday, the Revs 
will match the second-longest unbeaten streak in club history ... they have gone unbeaten in 
seven straight games on seven previous occasions ... the club record unbeaten streak is 12 
regular-season games, which stretched from the final game of the 2004 season through the 
first 11 games of 2005. 

HITTING THE ROAD 

After playing each of their last three games at home, the Revolution will head back out on the 
road this weekend to face the Columbus Crew at Crew Stadium ... after playing seven of their 
last nine matches at Gillette Stadium since July 26, the Revs will close out the season playing 
four of their final six on the road ... the Revs are just 4-8-1 on the road this season, compared 
to 9-4-2 at home, although they took all three points from their last road game, a 3-0 victory 
over Toronto FC on August 30. 

THIRD IN CONGESTED EAST 

The Revolution will enter the weekend in third place in the Eastern Conference with a 13-12-3 
record for 42 points ... the club currently sits five points behind first-place D.C. United and just 
three points behind second-place Sporting Kansas City, who will host the Revs on September 
26 at Sporting Park ... behind New England, just six points separate fourth place New York (38 
pts.) and eighth place Houston (32 pts.) heading into the weekend. 

SIX REMAIN 

The Revs have six games remaining on their schedule, with just two of the six to be played at 
Gillatte Stadium ... all six games will see New England take on Eastern Conference foes with 
the club hosting Columbus (Oct. 4) and Toronto FC (Oct. 25), and traveling to face Columbus 
(Sept. 20), Sporting Kansas City (Sept. 26), Montreal (October 11) and Houston (October 16) 
... so far this season, the Revs are: 

• 6-3-0 against the clubs remaining on their schedule (4-1-0 at home, 2-2-0 on the road) 

• 9-4-2 at home and 4-8-1 on the road, overall 

• 9-9-1 against fellow Eastern Conference clubs 


club went 14-8-8 (50 pts.) to finish second in the Eastern Conference and reach MLS Cup for a 
third consecutive season. 

BACK OVER .500 

Saturday's win over Montreal improved New England’s record to 13-12-3 on the season, bring¬ 
ing the club back above .500 for the first time since late June ... the club was 7-3-2 on May 24, 
but an eight-game losing streak dropped the Revs to four games under .500 by late-July ... 
however, the club has gone 6-1-1 since July 30 and now has as more wins as losses for the 
first time since June 28 when the club stood at 7-6-2 ... New England has finished above .500 
seven times in its history, with each coming since 2003. 

WINNING WAYS 

New England’s 13 wins so far this season are tied with FC Dallas and Sporting Kansas City for 
fourth-most in MLS this season ... only Seattle (17 wins), D.C. United (14 wins) and the LA Gal¬ 
axy (14 wins) have more victories than New England this year... the team’s 13 wins are also 
one shy of the team’s 14-win total in 2013, a year in which the club returned to the MLS Cup 
Playoffs for the first time since 2009 ... the Revolution’s club record for wins is 17, set in 2005 
... the club twice had 15 wins (1996 and 1997), but both were in the league’s shootout era. 

STAYING POSITIVE, TOO 

In addition to getting back over .500, the Revolution have maintained a positive goal difference 
... New England has scored 41 goals this season, while conceding 39 ... the club regained 
a positive goal difference following the 2-1 win over Chicago on September 7 ... that was the 
first time they’d had a positive goal difference since July 4 when the team had scored 23 goals 
and conceded 22 before allowing a game-winner for RSL, bringing the club’s goal difference 
to even ... the Revs low point of the season was minus-8 following the 2-1 home loss to Co¬ 
lumbus on July 26, but since that result, the Revs have gone 6-1-1 and out-scored opponents 
16-6 ... the Revs are one of six Eastern Conference teams and 11 sides in the league with a 
positive goal differential... last season, the Revs finished with a +11 goal difference, which was 
the second-greatest goal differential in club history (+18 in 2005)... Saturday’s opponent, the 
Columbus Crew, have the third best goal difference in the Eastern Conference at +4. 

#MVLee 

Lee Nguyen, who has emerged as an MLS MVP candidate this season, is helping pace the 
Revs' recent resurgence ... in the last eight games, New England has gone 6-1-1 - rising from 
sixth to third in the Eastern Conference standings ... in that stretch, Nguyen has scored seven 
goals and added three assists, extending his team lead in goals to a career-high 13, which 
includes a MLS-leading and club-record seven game-winning goals ... entering the season 
Nguyen had nine goals (including two game-winners) in 63 regular-season games ... other 
Nguyen highlights and acheivements this season include: 

• he is the league's highest-scoring midfielder 

• his 13 goals tied Diego Fagundez’s Revolution club record for goals scored by a mid¬ 
fielder (13 in 2013) 

• he is tied with San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski for the second-most goals by an American 
in MLS this season 

• outside of Wondolowski, no MLS player has scored more than seven game-winning 
goals since 2002 

• New England is 8-1-1 when Nguyen scores a goal, and 4-0-0 when he records an assist 
this season 

ROWE FROM DISTANCE 

Of his three goals this season, Kelyn Rowe has scored from distance - outside the box - twice 
... it’s not an unfamiliar place for Rowe to strike from as six of his 14 career goals have come 
from outside the penalty area ... in fact, of his 168 career shots, 65 percent of them (109 shots) 
have been shot from more than 18 yards out... on the season, the Revolution has scored eight 
of their 41 goals from outside the area, and only Lee Nguyen (with four goals from distance) 
has scored more from outside than Rowe. 


REVS FINISH STRONG UNDER HEAPS 

With six games remaining in the schedule and the Eastern Conference playoff picture still 
tighly-packed, the Revs will be looking to close out the season on a nigh note ... in his first 
two seasons as head coach, Jay Heaps’ teams have done just that... last season, the Revs 
went 4-0-2 in their last six games, including a pair of wins over the Crew, to qualify for the MLS 
Cup Playoffs for the first time since 2009 ... their results in the final six matches helped propel 
the Revs from seventh place to third in the East, where they finished the season ... in 2012, 
Heaps’ first season as head coach, the Revs were 2-3-1 in their last six, including back-to- 
back wins to close out the season. 

THIRD IS NOTHING NEW, BUT A HIGHER FINISH IS OVERDUE 

Third place in the East is nothing unfamiliar for the Revs ... New England finished in third 
place in the Eastern Conference in 2013 with 51 points, and currently sit third this season ... 
the Revs have not finished a season higher than third place in the East since 2007 when the 


JONES IS THREE-FOR-THREE 

Jermaine Jones made his third consecutive start for the Revolution on Saturday, playing the 
opening 45 minutes in the win over Montreal... while Jones was forced to exit that game at 
halftime because of an injury, he collected an assist on Lee Nguyen's game-winning goal... 
Jones now has three assists in the last three games, leaving him tied with Charlie Davies and 
Chris Tierney for sixth on the team in assists, two behind Kelyn Rowe for the team lead ... 
each of Jones’ last two assists have helped to set up the game-winning goal for the Revs while 
his first for the club - on September 3 against Sporting Kansas City - set up the game-tying 
goal in that contest... Jones is the first Revolution player since Saer Sene last September to 
tally assists in three consecutive contests ... since debuting for the Revs on August 30, Jones 
has played 204 minutes in four games, placing two shots on goal and suffering seven fouls 
while helping New England go 4-0-0.

TEAM NOTES 


ANOTHER GAME, ANOTHER CONTRIBUTION FROM DAVIES 

Charlie Davies was credited with his third assist of the season on Lee Nguyen’s game-winner 
against the Impact last Saturday... on the year, he has three goals and three assists, all 
coming since July 30 ... in that span, Davies’ contributions have helped the Revs go 5-1-1 and 
rise from a sixth-place tie to third in the East... his recent efforts have combined to include one 
game-winning goal, two game-winning assists and two go-ahead goals. 

COMING FROM BEHIND ... AGAIN 

The Revolution took all nine points from the club’s recent three-game homestand, earning wins 
over Sporting Kansas City, Chicago and Montreal... one prevailing theme from each of those 
three games was that the Revs conceded the game’s first goal, only to come back to win each 
match ... this recent stretch was the first time the Revs won three straight games in which 
they had fallen behind 1-0 since 1997 ... this season, the Revs have four wins from games in 
which they allowed the opening goal, going 4-11-1 ... only Seattle, with five wins, has more 
wins than the Revs from games in which they trailed 1-0 ... prior to this stretch, the Revs were 

1- 11-1 when conceding first and 9-1-1 when scoring first, something that they have not done 
since their last road game, a 3-0 win at Toronto FC in which Lee Nguyen scored after just two 
minutes. 

BUNBURYSUSPENDED 

Teal Bunbury will be unavailable on Saturday against the Crew as he serves a one-game 
suspension for yellow card accumulation... Bunbury was shown his fifth yellow card of the 
season early in the second half of Saturday's 2-1 win over Montreal... this will be the first 
game Bunbury has missed all season ... entering the weekend, he is one of three players 
(along with Diego Fagundez and Daigo Kobayashi) who have appeared in each of the Revs' 
first 28 games this season ... prior to this season, Bunbury had never been shown more than 
three yellow cards in a single season ... he is the third different New England player to serve 
a one-game suspension for yellow card accumulation, joining Andy Dorman (who missed the 

2- 1 loss at Real Salt Lake on July 4) and Scott Caldwell (who missed the 3-1 win over Sporting 
Kansas City on September 3)... Bunbury, who has two goals in eight career games against 
the Crew, has four goals and four assists in his first season with the Revs. 

CASTILLION DEBUTS 

Recent signing Geoffrey Castillion made his Revolution and MLS debuts on Saturday, coming 
on for Charlie Davies in the 76th minute of the Revs’ 2-1 win ... originally signed on August 
25, Castillion arrived in Foxborough on September 5 and trained with his new team for the 
first time the following day ... the 23-year-old is the 26th different player to appear in an MLS 
regular-season game for the Revs this year... he joined the Revs after spending the entirety 
of his career in the Netherlands playing for Ajax and spending time on loan with RKC Waalwijk, 
Heracles Almelo and NEC. 

TIERNEY BACK IN THE SQUAD 

Chris Tierney was back Jay Heaps’ 18-man squad on Saturday against Montreal... although 
he did not enter the game, Tierney’s appearance on the game day roster was his first since 
suffering a left knee injury July 26 against Columbus ... the eighth-year defender was forced 
to leave that game in the 21st minute after spraining his MCL ... he missed the next seven 
games - with Kevin Alston making three starts and Darrius Barnes making four at left back - 
before returning to the squad on Saturday ... the longest-tenured member of the Revolution, 
Tierney has a goal and three assists in 19 appearances this season. 

DEFENSE STEPS UP IN THE SECOND HALF 

While the Revolution have allowed a first-half goal in each of their last three games, the club 
has found a way to shore up its defense in the final 45 minutes of those contests ... in the 
victories over Sporting Kansas City, Chicago and Montreal, the Revolution surrendered a 
combined 11 shots and just one shot on goal in the second halves of those games ... during 
the team's current five-game winning streak, which has seen the Revs use the same back four 
and goalkeeper throughout, they have allowed only 32 total shots and nine shots on goal... in 
the Revs’ 13 wins this season, the club has allowed a total of four second-half goals, with two 
coming in the 5-3 win over Philadelphia on May 17 when New England already held a 5-1 lead 
... the Revolution last conceded a second-half goal on August 16 against Portland, when Liam 
Ridgewell tallied in the 65th minute ... since that match, the Revs have played 250 second-half 
minutes since they last conceded a goal in the last 45 minutes of a game. 

SHUTTLEWORTH SECOND BY MOST ACCOUNTS (AND IT’S A GOOD THING) 

While Bobby Shuttleworth has become the team’s primary goalkeeper this season, he has 
firmly grasped second position in one place: the Revs’ goalkeeper record books ... entering 
the week, Shuttleworth is second (to Matt Reis) in games started in goal (67), games played in 
goal (69), minutes played in goal (6,164), goals against average (1.34), wins (25) and shutouts 
(20)... on category he is not second in is saves, but he’s quickly making his way up the list... 
Shuttleworth enters Saturday’s game with 195 career saves, just 11 back of third-place Adin 
Brown (206) and 12 back of second-place Jeff Causey (207)... Matt Reis holds the club record 
with 989 saves. 


GOALSCORING HAS GONE LOCAL 

During the Revs’ recent eight-game run, a lions share of the club's offensive production 
has come from local sources ... that was again the case on Saturday against Montreal with 
Charlie Davies, a native of Manchester, N.H., collecting his third assist of the season ... 
Davies has three goals and three assists on the season, with all coming during the club’s 
recent uptick in form ... he is one of four local players that have played a role in the Revs’ 
success this season under head coach Jay Heaps, who is a local product himself, having 
been raised in Longmeadow, Mass.... on the season, New England products have scored:

THREE FOR ALL 

Of the 30 players on the Revolution roster, just three have appeared in all 28 regular- 
season matches, and two of them are in their first year playing in New England ... Teal 
Bunbury, Diego Fagundez and Daigo Kobayashi have all appeared in the first 28 matches 
of the season with Bunbury starting 25, Fagundez starting 23 and Kobayashi starting 19 
... Bunbury, who will see his quest to play in all 34 games end with his suspension for 
Saturday's game, is in his first season with the Revs after coming to the team via a trade 
from Kansas City in February, while Kobayashi joined New England in February from a 
trade with Vancouver... no New England player has started all 28 matches, but Andrew 
Farrell and A.J. Soares are tied for the team-lead with 27 starts ... Farrell leads the team 
with 2,430 minutes played, playing the full 90 minutes in every game except for the season 
opener against Houston, which he missed with an injury... Fagundez and Kobayashi each 
played in two of the Revs' three U.S. Open Cup games this year, leading lead the club with 
30 appearances in all competitions. 

TWO WILL DO IT 

After Saturday’s 2-1 win over Montreal, the Revolution are now a perfect 12-0-0 when 
scoring two or more goals this season ... however, the club is just 1-12-3 when scoring one 
goal or fewer, with the lone win coming on August 23 when the Revs beat Chivas USA,1-0. 

DRAWS NOT ADDING UP 

With three draws through 28 games this season, the Revs could challenge the league’s 
all-time low mark for draws in a 34-game season ... in 2012, Colorado set the MLS record 
for fewest draws in a 34-game season with four... this year, both New England and Seattle 
have three draws through Week 27 of the MLS season ... the MLS record for fewest draws 
in a season was two, however those were set in both 28-game and shortened seasons: 
New England (2 in 2002 in 28 games), MetroStars (2 in 2002 in 28 games), D.C. United (2 
in 2001 in 26 games) and Tampa Bay (2 in 2001 in 27 games). 

DORMAN ACTIVATED 

Midfielder Andy Dorman was removed from the Revolution’s disabled list on September 12, 
making him eligible to return to the field at any time ... he has missed the last 11 games 
after suffering a sprained MCL in his right knee on July 12 against Chicago ... Dorman, 32, 
was originally placed on the Disabled List on July 15 and has not played since ... before 
the injury, he appeared in and started 15 regular-season games, tallying one assist... he 
missed just two of the club’s first 17 games prior to his injury... it was announced at the 
time of the injury that Dorman would need 10-12 weeks for recovery ... he was removed 
from the Disabled List ahead of the MLS roster freeze date on September 15, so that he 
will be available for selection after the roster freeze ... had he not been removed from the 
Disabled List before the 15th, he would not have been available for selection the remainder 
of the regular season and the MLS Cup Playoffs. 

MCCARTHY UNDERGOES KNEE SURGERY 

Stephen McCarthy underwent surgery on his left knee on September 12 to repair a torn 
meniscus that he suffered in training earlier this month ... the fourth-year defender is 
expected to need approximately six weeks to rehabilitate from the procedure ... McCarthy 
has made four appearances in all competitions season, scoring in the 3-2 win over the 
Richmond Kickers on June 18 in the fourth round of the U.S. Open Cup ... his only league 
appearance came on July 19 when he started in central defense in New England’s 2-0 loss 
away to FC Dallas.

FINDING A BACK FOUR THAT WORKS 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps has been able to use the same starting back four in each 
game of the club's current five-game winning streak, with the quartet of Darrius Barnes, Jose 
Goncalves, A.J. Soares and Andrew Farrell starting and playing 90 minutes in each of those 
contests in front of Bobby Shuttleworth ... in that time, the Revs have allowed 45 shots (9 per 
game) and 13 shots on goal (2.6 per game), conceding just three goals and posting a goals 
against average of 0.60 ... on the season, New England has used seven different defenders in 
nine different starting four-man groupings in the club’s 28 MLS matches: 


YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Despite still being a teenager, Diego Fagundez is now in his fourth year as a member of the 
Revs ... Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals 
(to tie for fifth in MLS) to lead the club in scoring while adding seven assists... the Leominster, 
Mass., product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run 
of play, and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history ... the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season, Fagundez now has 22 goals 
in his MLS career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager:

The Revs have scored 34 goals in their 12 victories, compared to just seven in the 15 games 
that the club has lost or drawn ... they have also registered at least 10 shots and more shots 
on goal than their opponent in 12 of their 13 victories. 

NEUMANN IS REVS’ GO-TO MAN OFF THE BENCH 

Steve Neumann, who the Revolution selected fourth overall in the 2014 MLS SuperDraft, has 
been the Revs’ - and MLS’ - go-to man off the bench this season ... as a rookie, Neumann 
has made a league-high 17 substitute appearances this season, having come off the bench 
for all but two of his 19 league appearances ... after Neumann made his MLS debut as a 
substitute on April 5 at D.C. United, he appeared in 12 straight MLS games as a second-half 
sub between April 19 and July 16 ... he made his first career start at Dallas on July 19 ... his 
last substitute appearance - on September 3 against Sporting Kansas City - was the longest of 
his young career, as he went 45 minutes in place of Jermaine Jones. 


With two home games remaining this season, the Revolution's attendance is pacing far ahead 
of 2013’s attendance ... through 15 home games, the club has increased its attendance by 
11.3 percent... the Revs average 15,178 fans at Gillette Stadium this year - almost 2,000 fans 
per game ahead of the dub’s average of 13,237 through 14 games in 2013 ... this season, the 
Revs claim MLS' fourth-highest attendance growth rate so far, behind D.C. United (19.4%), 

San Jose (19.0%, which includes a match at Levi's Stadium) and Toronto FC (16.9%) through 
the same number of home games a year ago... on the season, MLS is averaging a 1.8 
percent growth in attendance through the same number of games. 

ROCHESTER QUARTET RETURNS TO NEW ENGLAND 

The Rochester Rhinos, New England's USL PRO affiliate, saw their 2014 season come to 
an end on Saturday night with a 2-1 loss to LA Galaxy II in the quarterfinals of the USL PRO 
Playoffs ... four Revolution players - Jossimar Sanchez, Donnie Smith, Luis Soffner and Alec 
Sundly - had been on loan with the Rhinos with Sundly and Smith playing in the loss to Galaxy 
II... all four players will return to New England this week and are scheduled to rejoin their 
Revolution teammates in training.

(Charles St., Boston, Mass.)... the Revolution has created a corporate team to participate 
in the Light the Night Walk, and is seeking fans and those affected by cancers to join and 
help fundraise on behalf of the New England Revolution Charitable Foundation ... Revolution 
defender Kevin Alston will be joined by Revs staff and various players' wives and girlfriends 
on the Revolution’s team, which will be showcased with a special banner at the walk ... every 
member who signs up to walk as part of the Revolution's team will receive red, white and blue 
glow sticks and necklaces at the walk ... the team's top fan fundraisers will be eligible to win 
prize packages including tickets in the Putnam Club, pregame field passes or a VIP player 
meet & greet and ... the top fundraiser will also be honored in a pregame ceremony at the Oct. 
4 match against the Columbus Crew ... the Revolution Charitable Foundation will match the 
first $2,500 in donations received by the team's walkers ... the Leukemia & Lymphoma Society 
is Alston's charity of choice as he joins millions in the fight against blood cancers. In April 2013, 
Alston was diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia (CML), a rare but treatable form 
of leukemia.

GETTING TO THE CORNER 

The Revolution lead MLS in corner kicks with 179 on the season, 18 more than the second- 
place club, the Philadelphia Union ... on July 26, the first time New England faced Columbus, 
the Revs tied a club record with 15 corner kicks ... since that game, the Revs are 6-1-1 and 
are averaging more than seven corner kicks per game in that time while just four per contest 
... Kelyn Rowe has taken a team-high 77 corners, including 43 in the last eight games ... Chris 
Tierney (41) is second on the team, while Lee Nguyen (26) and Daigo Kobayashi (25) rank 
third and fourth ... Columbus forward Federico Higuain leads MLS with 121 corner kicks this 
season, while Rowe is eighth with 77 ... but despite those MLS-best 179 corner kicks, the 
Revs have scored just once this season diretcly from a corner... that came on July 26 against 
Columbus when A.J. Soares scored his second goal of the season, heading a Kelyn Rowe 
corner in at the near post to tie the score at 1-1. 


Former Revolution midfielder Clyde Simms retired from professional soccer in early 2014 
because of his battle with kidney disease ... Clyde's disease - Focal Segmental Glomerulo¬

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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
